Rack-Renting. 


‘Tis a merry game’ that the 
Chinese landlord is able to play 
these days, and a paying one too. 
New premises. unprotected by the 
Govérnment. are left to the 
vagaries of “the natural law of 
supply and demand.” Our official 
optimists Inak to a time when 
there will be’ houses for all, or 
™Maybe more houses than people 
to ll all-the rooms, and thus 
high rents will give way to s fair 
average: but thst time is long in 
coming, ifit be even likely. For 
the present, and the immediate 
future, we are concerned with the 
unnatural law of small supply 
and exorbitant ‘demand, by 
which an owner can say to a 
tenant: “Pay what I demand, or 
|get out.” Te means, eventually, 
that the poorer clasges will have 
nowhere to live except in slum 
tenements, under foul conditions 
of overcrowding, which is directly 
opposed to the aim of all modera 
legislators and administrators, 
Here is a typical case of rack- 
tenting that has just come to our 
notice.
